Refrigeration 
and Meat 


In less than an hour after an 
animal is dispatched in a Swift &

Only for the few minutes while 
it is being put into the refrigerate! 
cars at our packing plants, or taker 
out of them at our branch houses, 
or whisked to your retailer in our 
trucks, is it exposed to any change 
of temperature. 


Without a skilled use of this sys­ 
tem of cooling, made possible by 
modern science, you could not get 
fresh meat, prepared under most 
sanitary conditions, except at greater 
expense— unless you happened to 
live so near live stock raising centers 
that your needs could be supplied 
from live stock raised near-by.
